You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Exeter  on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth  day  of  March 
next,  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects : 

1st.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  a  town 
clerk. 

2d.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  se- 
lectman for  three  years. 

3d.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  trus- 
tee of  the  Robinson  Fund  for  the  term  of  seven  years, 

4th.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  trus- 
tee of  the  trust  funds  held  by  the  Town  of  Exeter,  to 
hold  office  for  three  years. 

5th.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one 
trustee  of  the  Swasey  Parkway  for  three  years. 

6th.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers, 
auditors,  or  committees  for  the  ensuing  year. 

7th.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor,  for 
repairing  highways,  for  repairing  and  building  bridges, 
for  repairing  and  building  sidewalks,  for  building 
drains  and  sewers,  for  oiling  streets,  for  payments  of 
the  town  debt,  for  lighting  streets,  for  defraying  ex- 
penses of  decorating  the  graves  of  soldiers,  for  pre- 
venting the  spread  of  insect  pests  within  the  town,  for 
the  payment  of  firemen  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  for 
other  charges  arising  within  the  Town. 

8th.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  and 
other  officers  and  committees  heretofore  chosen  and 
pass  any  vote  arising  therefrom. 

9th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
town  treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 


10th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  revenue 
of  the  water  department. 

11th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  issuance  and  distribution  of  printed 
matter  to  call  attention  to  the  resources  and  natural 
advantages  of  the  Town  and  to  assist  on  planning  and 
development  for  the  benefit  of  the  Town  in  cooperation 
with  other  towns  coordinated  in  the  Seacoast  Regional 
Development  Association,  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars  ($300.00). 

12th.  On  petition  of  Paul  LaPerle  and  ten  others 
to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  ($1,200.00)  for  the 
purpose  of  seven  Band  Concerts  to  be  played  in  the 
Swasey  Pavilion  by  the  Exeter  Brass  Band  during  the 
summer  of  1961. 

13th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  have  an  annual  Town  Audit  made  by  the 
Municipal  Accounting  Division  of  the  State  Tax  Com- 
mission or  an  accountant  approved  by  it  and  expend 
a  reasonable  amount  for  the  same. 

14th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  sell  property  of  the  Town  acquired  b/ 
tax  collector's  deeds  as  the  result  of  tax  sales. 

15th.  On  petition  of  William  E.  Manix,  Sr.,  and 
twenty-three  others  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
install  a  ten-inch  sewer  line  on  Epping  Road,  begin- 
ning at  Brentwood  Road,  extending  toward  Epping, 
to  end  of  the  present  water  main,  as  proposed  in  sew- 
erage survey  in  1959  by  Camp,  Dresser  and  McKee, 
consulting  engineers,  Boston,  Mass.,  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000.00)  for 
its  installation. 

16th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  sell  to  Richard 
I.  and  Gladys  M.  LaPerle,  for  the  sum  of  One  Hundred 
Dollars  ($100.00),  the  land  on  upper  Front  Street  con- 
taining about  one-quarter  (14)  acre,  bounded  north- 
westerly by  Front  Street  and  on  all  other  sides  by  land 
of  Richard  I.  and  Gladys  M.  LaPerle,  and  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  negotiate  and  complete  the  sale.

Town  Manager's  Report 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens 
of  the  Toivn  of  Exeter: 

Herewith  is  a  report  of  the  financial  status  of  the 
town  and  a  summary  of  activities  with  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures for  the  year  of  1960,  the  322nd  year  after 
the  founding  of  the  Town  of  Exeter. 

It  has  been  my  great  pleasure  to  serve  you  as  your 
Town  Manager  since  the  18th  day  of  May,  1960.  My 
reception  here  has  been  most  pleasurable.  The  coop- 
eration that  has  been  given  me  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, the  heads  of  the  various  departments,  the  em- 
ployees of  these  departments  and  particularly  by  the 
Town  Treasurer,  the  Town  Clerk  and  the  Town  Tax  Col- 
lector has  been  of  inestimable  value.  Without  this  co- 
operation and  the  loyal  support  of  all  what  little  suc- 
cess that  we  have  had  in  this  administration  would 
have  not  been  possible. 

To  the  citizens  of  the  town  I  also  wish  to  extend  my 
thanks  for  their  understanding  and  forbearance  during 
the  first  months  when  I  was  attempting  to  study  and 
understand  our  problems. 

That  which  has  been  accomplished  this  past  year  is 
contained  in  reports  of  the  department  heads  elsewhere 
in  this  report.  They  do  not  warrant  repetition  here. 
I  simply  wish  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  overdrafts  in 
Winter  Maintenance,  Summer  Maintenance  and  Sewer 
Accounts  could  not  have  been  avoided  if  the  required 
services  expected  by  the  town  were  provided.  We  trust 
that  in  our  budget  for  the  coming  year  we  have  provid- 
ed for  contingencies  that  will  inevitably  arise, 

I  am  extremely  proud  of  our  various  departments. 
Our  Police  Department  has  made  an  outstanding  rec- 
ord and,  although  confronted  with  increasing  work 
loads,  it  is  continuing  its  record  of  keeping  Exeter  at 
the  pinnacle  of  crime  controlled  areas  of  the  country. 
The  Fire  Department  again  has  demonstrated  its  ef- 
ficiency not  alone  in  its  work  at  fires  that  have  occurred 
here  and  in  neighboring  towns,  but  in  the  excellent  fire 
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prevention  measures  that  they  have  instituted.  The 
Highway  Department  through  top  flight  superintend- 
ence and  direction  has  made  Exeter  an  example  of  snow 
and  ice  free  streets  envied  by  surrounding  cities  and 
towns.  Its  Maintenance  work  has  been  accelerated 
and,  though  overloaded  with  work,  has  continued  to  do 
a  commendable  job.  With  replacement  of  old  equip- 
ment we  expect  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  this  depart- 
ment to  even  more  extensive  accomplishments.  The 
Water  Department  has  functioned  efficiently  this  past 
year  and  services  and  extensions  have  been  added.  The 
search  for  an  added  supply  of  water — a  dire  necessitj^ 
— has  been  carried  on  and  continued  work  will  be  done 
until  we  have  determined  the  best  source  of  water  for 
our  growing  town. 

Studies  and  surveys  of  the  sewer  and  water  prob- 
lems of  Exeter  will  be  continued  and  in  the  near  future 
the  citizens  of  the  town  will  be  apprised  of  the  best  and 
most  economical  solution  that  all  know  is  so  vital  to 
the  future  of  our  town. 

The  Planning  Board  has  worked  untiringly  on  a 
study  of  zoning  for  the  Town  of  Exeter.  They  are  to 
be  highly  commended  for  the  unselfish  interest  and 
many  hours  of  labor  they  have  given  to  their  work.  I 
hope  that  all  will  give  careful  consideration  to  the  zon- 
ing ordinance  that  you  will  be  asked  to  act  upon. 

To  the  other  committees  and  commissions  of  the 
town,  I  wish  to  extend  my  gratitude  for  their  efforts 
and  know  that  all  tax  payers  will  appreciate  their  la- 
bors that  are  often  forgotten  when  affairs  of  govern- 
ment are  analyzed. 

In  conclusion  again  I  wish  to  reiterate  what  I  have 
said  regarding  the  help  I  have  received.  May  I  hope 
that  in  our  coming  year  this  cooperation  will  continue 
so  that  I  may  serve  the  Town  of  Exeter  in  a  manner 
that  will  bring  increased  efficiency  and  economy  in 
town  government?

Submited  herewith  is  the  Audit  Report  for  the  fis- 
cal year  ended  December  31,  1960,  as  made  by  Hunt's 
Accounting  Service,  as  requested  by  the  vote  of  your 
Town. 

Scope  of  Audit 

All  Departmental  Divisions  of  the  Town  Government 
were  audited:  The  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer, 
Tax  Colector,  Clerk,  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds,  Muni- 
cipal, Swasey  Parkway,  Library  and  Water  Depart- 
micnt. 

Financial  Statements 

Exhibit  A-1  contains  the  Balance  Sheet  for  a  two- 
year  period.  This  Exhibit  reflects  the  financial  condition 
of  the  Town,  as  of  December  31,  1959,  and  December  31, 
1960.  The  Net  Debt  as  of  December  31,  1960,  was 
$27,274.30,  this  was  an  increase  of  $13,754.26  over  the 
balance  of  December  31,  1959. 

Exhibit  A-2  gives  details  of  the  increase. 

Exhibit  A-3  shows  appropriations  as  raised  by  the 
Town  vote,  receipts  and  reimbursements  of  appropria- 
tions, expenditures  and  balances  as  under-expended  and 
over-expended.  The  final  over-expended  balance  of 
appropriations  was  $24,309.08. 

Exhibit  A-4  shows  anticipated  revenues  and  amounts 
actually  received  by  the  Town.  The  final  excess  of 
revenues  over  estimated  revenues  was  $13,609.16.  The 
Town  had  a  net  budget  deficit  of  $10,699.92. 

Departments 

Exhibits  B-1  through  J  show  various  Town  Officers' 
Accounts.  All  monies  were  accounted  for  by  reconcil- 
ing with  depository  banks. 
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Verification  notices  were  sent  on  all  delinquent 
taxes  for  the  1960  levy. 

The  general  financial  condition  of  the  Town  de- 
graded during  the  year.  This  was  due  mainly  by  the 
large  overdrafts  in  Winter  Maintenance  and  Sewer 
Construction. 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  Town  Officials  were 
found  in  good  condition.  To  these  Officials,  my  thanks 
for  the  cooperation  given  to  me  during  the  course  of 
the  audit.

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Department  statistics  this  past  year  show  a  decided 
and  considerable  increase  in  crime  and  complaints  for 
the  same  period  as  in  1959.  There  "v^^re  three  violent 
deaths,  one  by  drowning,  one  person  hit  by  a  train,  and 
one  motor  vehicle  fatality.  There  were  four  attempted 
suicides,  one  by  monoxide  gas  poisoning,  two  by  over- 
doses of  sleeping  tablets,  and  the  other  by  slashing  of 
the  wrists. 

Burglary,  larceny  and  vandalism  complaints  and 
reports  increased  well  over  100 St.  Auto  thefts  were 
about  the  same  as  last  year  and  all  cars  were  recov- 
ered. Clearances  by  arrests  or  other  means  averaged 
better  than  60  % .  Arrests  for  the  past  year,  as  you 
can  see,  were  278  and  for  1959  there  were  214,  show- 
ing an  increase  of  64. 

These  arrests  were  for  many  types  of  crime  as  well 
as  motor  vehicle  offenses.  Of  this  number,  4  were  dis- 
charged for  lack  of  evidence,  nine  defaulted  their  bail, 
and  4  cases  were  nol-prossed  due  to  undue  hardship 
or  for  change  of  complaint.  Four  were  released  be- 
cause of  first  offense  or  other  reasons. 

According  to  the  crime  or  offenses  which  were  dis- 
posed of  in  our  lower  court,  in  my  opinion,  the  ends  of 
justice  were  met  very  well,  and  this,  of  course,  is  the 
purpose. 

The  personnel  of  the  department,  in  most  instances, 
show  an  interest  in  the  work  by  continuous  study  and 
effort.  We  had  one  man  attend  the  N.  H.  Police  Acad- 
emy held  at  the  university  and  all  the  younger  men  in 
the  department  should  have  the  same  opportunity  as 
time  goes  on.  I  believe  they  assimilate  many  police 
procedures  and  gain  considerable  knowledge  of  the 
more  commonly  used  statutes  of  the  criminal  and  mo- 
tor vehicle  codes.  To  me,  it  seems  that  the  more 
knowledge  of  this  type  work  a  man  has,  the  simpler 
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the  work  seems.  It  gives  an  officer  confidence  in  going 
ahead  in  an  investigation  of  a  crime  that  would  seem 
verj''  mysterious  without  the  background  of  knowledge 
in  procedures.  It  is  the  intent  of  the  law,  and  not  the 
letter  of  the  law,  I  try  to  have  the  men  follow  and  en- 
force, and  I  request  they  be  fair,  impartial  and  cour- 
teous; for  any  other  procedure  usually  merits  only 
criticism. 

To  the  casual  observer,  our  set-up  for  office  and 
other  equipment,  plus  the  adjacent  court  room  and  cell 
blocks,  seem  almost  perfect.  This  would  be  true  if 
there  were  no  exceptions.  Briefly,  our  business  office 
should  be  three  times  the  size  so  that  all  records  and 
reports  could  be  filed  adjacent  to  the  telephone  and 
radio  for  fast  communications.  Presently,  some  of  the 
reports  and  records  are  in  the  chief's  private  office 
with  an  index  and  the  remainder  are  in  the  court  room 
with  another  index.  This  means  both  files  must  be 
checked  in  a  search  for  a  report  or  record  which  con- 
sumes time  and  is  particularly  annoying  if  a  toll  call 
has  the  line  tied  up. 

As  you  can  see,  the  work  load  is  steadily  increas- 
ing each  year  and  the  statistics  naturally  increase  with 
it.  Unlike  business  reports  and  records,  police  reports 
and  records  cannot  be  disposed  of  at  the  end  of  a  six 
year  period  and  this  of  course,  causes  a  continuous 
build  up. 

In  1954  it  was  decided  there  should  be  a  part  time 
girl  employed  for  clerical  work  and  in  1955  she  was 
engaged  as  a  full  time  employee.  Prior  to  1954  I  took 
care  of  the  clerical  work  and  many  complaints  entered 
were  never  recorded,  simply  because  I  could  not  do 
both  clerical  and  police  work  for  the  department  in  its 
entirety.  Today,  this  phase  of  the  work  has  increased 
to  such  an  extent  that  it  takes  a  girl's  full  time,  with 
not  too  many  coffee  breaks  either. 
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1  do  not  know  how  anyone  else  feels  about  it,  but 
T  say  the  public  is  entitled  to  the  data  contained  in 
these  files  when  it  concerns  them  as  individuals  and 
these  files  should  be  maintained  as  accurately  as  pos- 
sible. By  having  a  clerk  and  matron  here,  it  g-ives  me 
more  freedom  to  attend  to  complaints  entered  that 
should  have  the  attention  of  the  chief. 

As  to  the  cell  block,  a  few  words  will  suffice.  To 
begin  with,  it  is  on  a  dift'erent  level,  and  the  cages  were 
discarded  in  Massachusetts  in  1929  as  being  too  light 
and  antiquated.  Modern  cages  lock  automatically  upon 
closing  and  these  do  not.  Drunks  have  bent  the  doors 
and  I  have  had  to  have  them  repaired  numerous  times. 
The  bunks  are  hung  on  chains  which  is  a  bad  feature 
as  drunks  can  pick  them  up  and  'let  them  drop,  which, 
to  anyone  nearby,  will  sound  like  a  car  being  wrecked. 
True,  we  have  got  by  for  30  years  without  someone 
getting  hurt  and  all  I  can  say  is  that  we  or  the  pris- 
oners are  very  fortunate.

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Highway  Department  Report 

For  the  Year  1960 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Town 
Ma7iager: 

Herein  is  my  report  covering  some  of  the  activities 
of  the  Department  for  the  year  of  1960. 

We  had  a  total  of  15  snow  stroms,  during  the  year, 
with  a  total  of  about  Sli/o  inches.  About  280  tons  of 
salt  and  800  cubic  yards  of  sand  were  used  for  winter 
maintenance. 

As  usual  we  had  a  lot  of  sewer  work  to  take  care  of 
d«ring  the  year  with  both  maintenance  and  new  con- 
struction. We  had  to  clean  out  the  new  drainage  line 
on  Linden  Street  of  sand.  This  line  was  also  extended 
several  feet.  New  drains  were  installed  on  Union 
Street  and  Thornton  Street  to  take  care  of  surface 
water  in  those  areas.  This  work  was  done,  under  the 
Town  Manager's  supervision,  without  any  extra  en- 
gineering fees  to  the  town. 

Several  new  homes  were  added  to  our  rubbish  col- 
lection service  during  the  past  year. 

About  46,000  gallons  of  asphalt  were  applied  and 
covered  with  about  1,400  cubic  yards  of  sand  to  all  or 
parts  of  42  streets  and  roads.  High  Street  was  resur- 
faced with  our  "B"  Fund  money  and  the  State  match- 
ing ours.  About  540  tons  of  cold  patch  were  purchased 
and  used  by  the  department.  The  most  of  this  used  on 
the  gutters  of  High  Street. 

About  3,500  cubic  yards  of  gravel  bank,  run  and 
crushed,  and  3,000  cubic  yards  of  sand  were  used  dur- 
ing the  year  for  summer  and  winter  maintenance. 

Our  T.R.A.  or  Town  Road  Aid  money  was  used  on 
the  lower  part  of  Bayberry  Lane  and  Dog  Town  Road. 

As  usual  over  800  catch  basins  were  cleaned  out 
twice  during  the  year.

All  traffic  signs,  street  signs  and  traffic  lines  and 
meter  posts  are  maintained  by  the  department.  We 
have  purchased  and  have  in  stock  over  100  street  and 
road  signs  to  replace  some  of  the  old  street  signs  and 
some  for  new  streets  that  have  never  had  signs.  Most 
of  this  sign  work  will  have  to  wait  until  spring  weather 
due  to  the  snow  on  the  ground  and  the  frost  in  the 
ground. 

Since  the  last  part  of  September  the  town  dump  has 
been  maintained  by  the  department  with  our  new  bull 
dozer.  This  dozer  has  also  been  a  great  help  this  win- 
ter. 

All  the  gutter  work  on  High  Street  was  done  by  the 
department  with  our  new  roller  and  department  help. 
Our  new  sidewalk  snow  plow,  that  was  purchased  to 
replace  the  one  that  burned  up  at  the  Town  Dump  last 
summer,  is  working  out  very  well. 

The  department's  new  dump  truck  is  one  of  the 
best.  Two  other  dump  trucks  and  the  pickup  truck 
are  old,  and  should  be  replaced,  as  the  cost  of  main- 
taining these  trucks  is  getting  altogether  too  expensive. 

The  demand  for  service,  by  the  department,  has  in- 
creased in  new  streets  and  homes. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  town  officers,  all  oth- 
er town  departments,  members  of  the  highway  depart- 
ment and  citizens  for  their  assistance  in  helping  us  to 
perform  our  many  duties  through  the  years.

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We  were  visited  in  September  by  hurricane  Donna,  which 
caused  loss  of  electricity  for  a  short  time.  We  had  plenty  of 
water  in  storage  at  all  times  so  that  we  did  not  have  to  use  our 
standby  diesel  power. 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  locate  more  ground  water.  The 
R.  E.  Chapman  Co.  have  put  in  31  test  wells  in  Exeter  and  in 
the  edge  of  the  surrounding  towns.  The  results  have  not  been 
what  we  hoped  for.  At  one  location  in  a  gravel  pit  in  Brent- 
wood the  greatest  amount  was  found  but  the  distance  from  our 
mains  and  the  nearest  to  an  industrial  plant  makes  it  a  question 
if  it  would  be  worth  the  expense.  This  matter  has  got  to  have 
serious  consideration  and  weighed  against  obtaining  water  from 
some  other  place. 

We  hope  that  this  problem  will  be  solved  this  spring.

Dear  Mr.  Feeney: 

On  November  6,  1960,  following-  an  extended  pump- 
ing test  on  a  cluster  of  test  wells  in  LaPerle's  gravel 
pit  off  Pine  Road,  we  reported  that  the  potential  yield 
from  a  gravel  packed  well  developed  at  this  location 
would  be  375-400  GPM.  While  this  does  not  meet  the 
desired  yield  and  is  outside  the  Exeter  boundary,  the 
character  of  the  water  is  satisfactory  to  the  State 
Board  of  Health  and  represents  a  potential  supply  of 
half  a  million  gallons  of  water  a  day. 

Encouraged  by  these  results  we  were  authorized 
to  continue  testing  in  this  area.  Three  test  wells  were 
installed  some  1,000'  south  of  this  gravel  pit  only  one 
of  which  yielded  an  appreciable  quantity  of  water  (25 
GPM),  not  enough  to  justify  a  pumping  test. 
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Beginning  in  January  of  this  year,  exploration  was 
continued  on  the  east  side  off  Pine  Road  adjacent  to 
the  right  of  way  on  which  the  high  power  line  is  lo- 
cated. Ten  test  wells  were  driven  on  alternate  sides 
of  the  right  of  way  proceeding  toward  the  Epping 
Road  with  recorded  depths  of  29'  to  58'.  Clay  and 
silty  sand  characterized  most  of  the  soil  samples 
washed  from  these  wells  —  some  indicated  static  wa- 
ter levels  of  7'  to  15'9"  and  were  pumped  at  the  rate 
of  40  GPM,  but  the  water  could  not  be  cleared  because 
of  the  very  fine  sand. 

Another  well  was  driven  in  the  gravel  pit  on  the 
east  side  of  Pine  Road,  some  two  thousand  feet  from 
the  right  of  way  area.  The  results  were  the  same  — 
water  with  fine  yellow  sand  which  could  not  be  cleared 
by  developing  or  pumping. 

Exploration  was  centralized  in  this  area  because 
of  the  land  contours  and  because  it  seemed  reasonable 
to  expect  that  the  gravel  formation  found  in  LaPerle's 
pit  would  cross  Pine  Road  and  be  within  the  Exeter 
bounds.  Up  to  the  time  our  operations  were  discon- 
tinued such  a  gravel  strata  had  not  been  located,  but 
with  improved  climatic  conditions  it  would  seem  prac- 
tical to  complete  the  exploration  of  this  area  with  a 
definite  pattern  for  testing. 

Before  removing  our  equipment,  three  additional 
tests  were  made  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Bean,  near  the 
River  on  Court  Street  off  Rt.  108,  and  on  the  Oilman 
property.     The  results  were  negative. 

This  is  a  factual  report  which  is  supplemented  by 
copies  of  logs  of  the  various  installations,  which,  while 
it  does  not  indicate  that  the  water  problem  has  been 
solved,  does  indicate  progress. 

We  appreciate  greatly  the  aid  that  you  and  Mr. 
Bean  have  given  our  operators  at  times  when  test  sites 
were  most  inaccessible.

Public  Library  Report 


During  the  past  year  the  staff  of  the  Exeter  Library 
had  the  unusual  experience  of  entertaining-  two  librari- 
ans who  came  here  under  the  auspices  of  the  United 
States  Information  Agency,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Miss  Grace  Ofori-Atta,  organizer  of  children's  li- 
brary work,  Ghana  Library  Board,  of  Accra,  Ghana, 
came  in  July  and  spent  a  few  days  with  me.  While 
here  she  visited  the  High  School  and  took  several  Book- 
mobile trips  with  Mrs.  Rachel  Sanborn,  the  Bookmo- 
bile librarian. 

Mrs.  Rosalie  Parker  from  Ibadan,  Nigeria,  was 
also  a  guest  in  the  librarian's  home  in  September.  Ac- 
cording to  Mrs.  Parker's  report  her  visit  was  very 
beneficial  in  planning  programs  for  home  use.  Dressed 
in  native  costume  she  spoke  to  a  young  people's  group 
at  the  Unitarian  Church,  League  of  Women  Voters, 
visited  several  schools  and  took  a  Bookmobile  trip.  It 
was  gratifying  to  receive  word  from  the  United  States 
Information  Agency  that  the  Exeter  trip  was  the  high 
light  of  her  United  States  tour. 

Library  Meetings 

The  librarian  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Library  Association  at  Winchester. 
Mrs.  Summerfield  and  I  were  present  at  the  Neighbor- 
hood Meeting  held  at  the  state's  Southeastern  Branch 
OiRce  at  Exeter. 

Weeding  Out  Books 

Because  of  lack  of  space  it  became  necessary  to  dis- 
card a  larger  number  of  books  than  usual  in  both  de- 
partments. However,  we  have  transferred  some  that 
do  not  circulate  too  often  to  our  upstairs  storeroom.  By 
doing  this  more  room  has  been  made  available  for  later 
purchases. 

Children's  Room 

Our  Juvenile  department  continues  to  be  a  very 
popular  place.     Circulation  increased  4,663  during  the 
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past  year.  There  are  over  1,000  children  registered 
and  indications  are  such  that  we  expect  further  in- 
crease in  1961. 

During  1960  twelve  teachers  brought  their  classes 
for  instruction  in  the  use  of  the  library  and  a  tour  of 
the  various  departments.  From  Stratham,  Cub  Scouts 
and  two  girls  visited  as  part  of  a  tour  of  places  of  in- 
terest in  the  state. 

Repairs  and  additions 

The  tile  floor  at  the  entrance  was  completed  and 
has  received  numerous  commendations  from  the  pa- 
trons. 

An  outdoor  display  case  constructed  by  John  San- 
born of  Exeter  was  erected  on  the  front  lawn.  It  has 
already  met  with  much  approval  and  was  a  subject  for 
a  write  up  in  the  State  Library  Bulletin.  Other  main- 
tenance projects  included  the  painting  of  the  window 
frames  and  the  varnishing  of  the  front  door. 
Historical  Society  Case 

During  the  past  year  Mr.  William  Dudley  has  ar- 
ranged attractive  and  diversified  displays  in  the  case 
placed  in  our  magazine  room.  The  one  showng  the 
political  banners  was  most  appropriate  during  the 
presidential  election  campaign.  We  are  fortunate  to 
have  a  person  put  so  much  thought  and  effort  into  this 
work. 

Resignation 

Mr.  Clifton  Towle,  a  member  of  the  Library  Com- 
mittee for  more  than  thirty  years,  chairman  for  thir- 
teen years,  resigned  in  May  to  make  his  home  with  his 
daughter.

This  past  season  a  major  clean  up  job  was  accom- 
plished. Several  diseased  elm  trees  were  removed.  The 
Water  Street  end  of  the  parkway  was  graded  and  re- 
seeded.

Community  Center 


In  the  second  year  of  its  existence,  the  Exeter  Com- 
munity Center  has  greatly  broadened  its  activity  pro- 
gram and  offered  improved  facilities  to  many  outside 
civic  groups.  Several  organizations  and  interested  citi- 
zens assisted  in  painting  the  interior  of  the  building. 
A  comfortable  TV  lounge,  meeting  rooms  and  a  fully 
equipped  kitchen  have  been  utilized  by  the  following: 
DAR,  EARS,  Exeter  Players,  Rockingham  County  on 
Problems  of  the  Aging  (in  preparation  for  the  Gover- 
nor's Conference),  our  Girl  Scout  troops,  YMCA 
(Gray-Y),  N.  E.  Folk  Festival  dormitory,  4-H,  Cub 
Scouts,  Jr.  Women's  Club  Tea,  Rockingham  County 
Conference,  Exeter  Relief  Society,  Homemakers  Serv- 
ice Committee  (report  on  White  House  Conference  by 
Dr.  Mary  Atchison) . 

The  Center  also  houses  the  Red  Cross  office,  Visi- 
ting Nurse  and  Family  Services.  The  recently  founded 
Homemakers'  Service  makes  temporary  help  available 
in  cases  of  illness  and  family  emergency. 

Community  Center  Sponsored  Program 

The  teen  program  opened  with  a  festive  Harvest 
Moon  Ball  (over  75  in  attendance).  A  supervised  teen 
center  offers  TV,  record  dancing,  table  games,  ping 
pong,  and  pool  every  Tuesday  through  Friday  after- 
noon from  3  to  5  P.  M. 

Over  200  Exeter  children  enrolled  in  the  Saturday 
Morning  Elementary  Program  offered  weekly  for  a 
two-hour  session.  The  range  of  activities  include  arts 
and  crafts,  folk  dancing,  baton  twirling  instruction, 
cartoon  show,  ping  pong,  table  games,  singing,  a  24- 
piece  rhythm  band,  Christmas  carolling,  a  doll  show, 
and  a  talent  show.  This  program  is  supervised  by 
three  volunteer  mothers,  a  paid  supervisor,  and  a  staff 
of  high  school  student  counselors.  In  addition  to  offer- 
ing diversified  activities  for  elementary  youngsters,  the 
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program  provides  excellent  experience  for  the  young 
student  counselors. 

The  adult  program  includes  monthly  coffee  hours, 
two  Polio  Clinics,  and  a  slimnastics  course  taught  by  a 
physical  fitness  expert. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  future  will  hold  broadened  op- 
portunities for  adult  participation;  however,  at  the 
present  time,  the  Commission  feels  that  a  program 
with  emphasis  on  youth  is  a  most  effective  contribution 
to  our  community. 

It  is  conservatively  estimated  that  well  over  3,000 
people  have  enjoyed  the  facilities  of  the  Community 
Center  in  1960.

Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


Following  the  Town  Meeting  of  1960,  the  Planning 
Board,  working  with  the  New  Hampshire  State  Plan- 
ning and  Development  Commission,  prepared  and  had 
printed  a  new  base  map  of  the  Town  of  Exeter.  This 
is  something  that  had  not  been  done  for  many  years, 
and  various  departments  of  the  town  government  had 
long  felt  the  need  for  such  a  map. 

After  preparation  of  the  base  map,  a  map  of  the 
compact  area  of  the  town  was  prepared  in  large  scale, 
and  with  this  at  hand  Planning  Board  members  began 
the  task  of  preparing  a  land  use  map  showing  the 
manner  in  which  each  parcel  of  land  was  being  used. 

The  field  work  involved  in  this  endeavor  took  sev- 
eral months,  months  in  which  board  members  visited, 
surveyed  and  checked  each  parcel  of  property,  and  de- 
veloped a  wealth  of  information  which  will  be  increas- 
ingly valuable  in  the  future. 

To  the  League  of  Women  Voters  who  volunteered 
to  transcribe  our  field  notes  into  a  color  coded  map, 
and  for  their  subsequent  map  work  assistance,  we  owe 
a  large  debt  of  gratitude. 

With  the  completion  of  the  first  land  use  map,  and 
after  summarizing  and  analyzing  the  information  its 
preparation  brought  to  light,  the  Planning  Board  unan- 
imously voted  to  prepare  and  recommend  a  zoning  ordi- 
nance to  the  T6wn  of  Exeter. 

This  step  was  taken  with  the  conviction  that  land 
use  abuses  over  the  years  had  taken  place  to  a  much 
greater  degree  than  had  previously  been  thought,  that 
many  property  owners  had  suffered  thereby,  and  that 
the  town  as  a  whole  had  lost  much  taxable  valuations. 

The  preparation  of  the  ordinance  itself  resulted  in 
five  drafts  prior  to  the  first  public  hearing.     Further 
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changes  were  made  as  a  resu'lt  of  the  comments  and 
suggestions  made  by  those  in  attendance  at  the  pub- 
lic hearings. 

The  resulting  ordinance  is  an  instrument  well  able 
to  control  the  more  flagrant  abuse  of  land  use,  without 
creating  restrictions  on  the  vast  majority  of  the  town's 
residents.

YOU,  whether  YOU  be  a  farmer,  homemaker,  busi- 
ness or  professional  man  or  woman,  municipal,  state 
or  federal  official,  clerk  or  woodsman  can  play  an  im- 
portant part  in  the  continuing  and  vital  prevention 
program. 

First  —  by  setting  a  good  example  YOURSELF  — 
being  sensible  and  complying  with  the  necessary  laws 
and  regulations  governing  the  use  of  fire  in  and  near 
woodlands. 

Second  —  by  using  YOUR  individual  influence  in 
your  community  and  valued  council  with  others  in  in- 
sisting and  encouraging  them  to  do  likewise. 

The  following  simple  rules  may  be  used  as  a  guide 
both  for  YOU  and  for  them. 

1.  Before  burning,  secure  a  permit  from  your  local 
forest  fire  warden  —  the  law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning  — 
don't  leave  it. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire,  camp  or  debris,  is  DEAD 
OUT  before  leaving  it. 

4.  Don't  throw  down  lighted  matches,  cigars  and 
cigarettes  or  from  moving  vehicles  —  make  sure  they 
are  out  —  use  your  ash  tray. 

5.  Don't  burn  at  home  —  use  your  town  dump  and 
save  yourself  much  possible  difficulty,  both  personal 
and  financial.

(1)  Any  of  the  uses  contained  in  4-4-A-(l)  through  (6)  for 
which  a  building  more  than  three  stories  in  height  is  to 
be  constructed. 

Pg.  4.  Article  4,  Section  4-B-(l):  Strike  out  the  word  "struc- 
ture" and  insert  in  its  place  the  word  "building." 

Pg.  4.  Article  4-4-C-(2):  Replace  the  entire  paragTaph  and 
sub  (a)  by  the  following:  In  areas  serviced  by  either  town  water 
or  sewerage  but  not  by  both,  the  minimum  lot  area  per  dwelling 
unit  shall  be  15,000  square  feet  with  an  added  lot  area  of  at  least 
5,000  square  feet  for  each  additional  dwelling  unit. 

(a)  Every  lot  shall  have  a  minimum  frontage  of  90  feet 
with  an  added  10  feet  for  each  additional  dwelling 
unit.

ARTICLE    1 
PREAMBLE 

Section  1  —  1 

Purpose  and  Authority.  The  zoning  regulations  and  districts  as 
herein  set  forth  have  been  made  for  the  purpose  of  promoting 
thvi  health,  safety,  morals  and  general  welfare  of  the  Town  of 
Exeter  as  described  and  provided  for  by  Chapter  31,  Sections 
60-89,  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  1955. 

They  are  designed  to  lessen  congestion  in  the  streets;  to  promote 
safety  from  fire,  panic,  and  other  dangers;  to  help  provide  ade- 
quate transportation,  water,  sewerage,  schools,  parks  and  other 
public  requirements  at  minimum  expense  to  the  town. 

They  are  also  intended  to  protect  the  investment  of  the  small,  as 
well  as  the  large  property  owner;  to  sustain  taxable  valuations 
and  to  encourage  orderly  growth,  aimed  at  preserving  the  town's 
New  England  characteristics  and  its  economic  stability. 

ARTICLE  2 

ESTABLISHMENT  OF  DISTRICTS 

Section  2  —  1 

Division  of  Town  into  Districts.  For  the  purpose  of  this  ordi- 
nance the  Town  of  Exeter  is  divided  into  the  following  districts 
as  shown  on  the  official  zoning  map  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk 
and  dated  March  15,  1961. 

R.       Residential  District 

A.       Rural  District 

C-1     Commercial  I  District 

C-2     Commercial  II  District 

I.        Industrial  District 

Said  official  zoning  map  is  part  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  2  —  2 

Interpretation  of  Zoning  District  Boundary  Lines.  Unless  other- 
wise indicated  on  the  zoning  maps,  the  zoning  district  boundary 
lines  are  the  center  lines  of  streets  and  other  public  ways,  the 
middle  of  the  channel  of  waterways,  or  the  center  line  of  main 
tracks  of  railroad  lines. 

Where  the  zoning  district  boundaries  are  so  indicated  that  they 
parallel  the  center  lines  of  streets  and  other  public  rights  of  way, 
such  boundaries  shall  be  interpreted  as  parallel  thereto  and  at 
such  distance  therefrom  as  indicated  on  the  zoning  map. 
In  the  event  any  uncertainty  should  exist  as  to  the  exact  location 
of  a  boundary  line,  the  location  of  such  line  shall  be  determined 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  with  the  requirement  that  the  overall 
purpose  of  this  ordinance  will  be  upheld. 

ARTICLE  3 
GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

The  following  provisions  shall  apply  to  all  districts. 

Section  3  —  1 

Nuisance  Provision.  Any  use  of  property  that  may  be  obnoxious 
or  injurious  by  reason  of  production,  emission  of  odor,  dust, 
smoke,  refuse  matter,  fumes,  noise,  vibration  or  similar  condi- 
tions, or  that  unreasonably  detracts  from  the  comfort,  peace, 
enjoyment,  health,  or  safety  of  the  community,  is  prohibited. 

Section  3  —  2 

Earth  Removal.  The  permitted  removal  of  clay,  sod,  loam,  sand 
or  gravel,  either  for  private  use  or  for  sale  is  allowed,  provided 
that  (1)  all  excavating,  handling,  processing  and  storage  fa- 
cilities shall  be  removed  following  completion  of  the  work  of  re- 
moval, and  that  (2)  the  area  shall  be  regraded  or  othei-wise  cov- 
ered to  assure  that  the  premises  are  left  in  safe  and  sightly  con- 
dition and  protected  against  erosion.  (3)  No  excavation  for 
earth  removal  shall  be  undertaken  within  50  feet  of  a  public  way. 
Such  removal  and  re-grading  or  covering  shall  be  done  within 
(a)  ninety  (90)  consecutive  calendar  days  after  depletion  of  the 
deposit  or  completion  of  the  work  for  which    the   deposit  was 
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utilized  as  a  source  o±  supply,  or  (b)  250  consecutive  calendar 
days  after  the  last  use  of  the  deposit  as  a  general  source  of 
supply. 

Section  3  —  3 

Fire  and  Other  Ruins.  No  owner  or  occupant  of  land  in  any  dis- 
trict shall  permit  lire  or  other  ruins  to  remain.  Within  one  year 
he  shall  remove  or  refill  the  remains  to  clear  ground  level  or 
shall  repair,  rebuild  or  replace  the  structure. 

Section  3  —  4 

Signs  and  Lights.    Informational  and  advertising  signs  may  be 

erected  subject  to  the  following  restrictions: 

A.  In  the  Commercial  and  Industrial  Districts,  advertising 
signs  for  each  establishment  shall  not  exceed  75  square  feet  for 
each  50  feet  of  lot  frontage  of  the  establishment. 

B.  In  the  Residential  District,  there  shall  be  permitted  one  sign 
per  lot  no  larger  than  four  (4)  square  feet  in  area.  It  may  indi- 
cate the  name  of  the  occupant  or  the  use  of  the  premises  or  may 
show  that  the  property  is  for  rent  or  sale.  Such  signs  shall  not 
be  erected  for  the  purpose  of  advertising  a  particular  product  or 
products. 

C.  In  the  Rural  District,  signs  shall  be  permitted  no  larger  than 
twenty  (20)  square  feet  in  area.  Such  signs  are  restricted  to  the 
advertising  of  services  and /or  products  rendered  on  the  premises, 
and  there  shall  be  not  more  than  two  (2)  such  signs  per  lot.  In 
the  event  the  Board  of  Adjustment  should  grant  an  exception  for 
the  use  of  property  as  per  section  4-5  B,  signs  may  be  erected 
advertising  the  services  and /or  products  rendered  on  the  prem- 
ises not  exceeding  200  square  feet  in  size. 

D.  The  following  provisions  shall  apply  to  all  signs: 

(1)  No  sign  or  illumination  shall  be  placed  in  such  a  position 
as  to  endanger  traffic  on  a  street  or  highway  by  obstructing 
a  clear  view  or  by  causing  confusion  with  officiail  street  signs 
or  signals.  Nor  shall  the  sign  or  illumination  be  placed  in 
such  a  way  as  to  constitute  a  nuisance  to  occupants  of  nearby 
structures. 

(2)  Every  sign  permitted  shall  be  constructed  of  durable  ma- 
terials and  shall  be  maintained  in  good  condition  and  repair 
at  all  times. 

(3)  No  neon,  tubular  gas,  or  privately  owned  flashing  electric 
sign  shall  be  allowed  other  than  in  the  Commercial  and  In- 
dustrial Districts. 

(4)  All  existing  signs  in  vio'lation  of  Section  3  —  4  shall  be 
removed  within  five  years  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance. 

(5)  Signs  in  violation  of  D-1  shall  be  relocated  or  removed 
within  60  days  following  enactment  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  3  —  5 

Sanitary  Protection  Requirements 

A.  No  cesspool,  septic  tank,  or  sewage  disposal  area  shall  be 
constructed  or  maintained  less  than  seventy-five  (75)  feet  from 
the  edge  of  a  public  water  body;  from  a  well;  or  from  any  dwell- 
ing, other  than  that  which  it  serves,  unless  such  installation  shall 
meet  with  the  regulations  of  the  State  Board  of  Health. 
D.  No  untreated  waste  waters  or  sewage  shall  be  permitted  to 
run  into  a  public  water  body  or  be  discharged  anywhere  in  any 
way  that  may  be  offensive  or  detrimental  to  the  health  of  others. 
All  such  waste  shall  be  conveyed  underground  through  use  of  a 
Board  of  Health-approved  sanitary  system  or  in  such  a  way  that 
it  will  not  be  offensive  or  detrimental  to  public  health. 
C.  All  dwellings  and  sanitary  systems  shall  be  constructed  and 
maintained  in  accordance  with  standards  established  and/or  re- 
quired by  the  New  Hampshire  State  Department  of  Health  and 
the  New  Hampshire  Water  Pollution  Commission. 

Section  3  —  6 

Trailers  and  Mobile  Homes.  The  use  of  land  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  trailers  and/ or  mobile  homes  is  prohibited,  except  as  pro- 
vided below  in  this  article: 

A.  Any  property  owner  or  (lessee  may  accommodate  one  trailer 
or  mobile  home  of  a  non-paying  guest  for  a  period  not  exceeding 


ninety  (90)  days  in  any  year  unless  a  special  exception  is  deemed 
necessary  by  virtue  of  illness  or  death  in  the  family. 

B.  A  trailer  or  mobile  home  owned  by  a  resident  may  be  stored 
or  parked  during  periods  of  non-use  on  the  premises  of  the  owner, 
provided  it  remains  mobile.  Such  equipment,  however,  may  not 
be  parked  on  the  premises  for  a  period  in  excess  of  six  months. 

C.  In  the  Rural  District  trailer  and  mobile  home  parks  may  be 
permitted  subject  to  the  following  restrictions: 

(1)  Sanitary  laws  and  regulations  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Public  Health  Department  with  reference  to  trailer  homes 
and/or  parks  must  be  observed. 

(2)  The  nearest  trailer  or  mobile  home  lot  must  be  set  back 
from  a  public  highway  a  minimum  of  100  feat. 

(3)  The  minimum  lot  size  shall  be  not  Jess  than  3,400  square 
feet  provided  that  no  trailer  or  mobile  home  or  part  thereof 
shall  be  closer  than  20  feet  to  any  other  mobile  home  located 
in  such  park. 

(4)  The  vehicular  entrance  to  the  park  shall  provide  suitable 
visibility  and  lighting  so  as  not  to  constitute  a  traffic  hazard. 

(5)  Reasonable  effort  shall  be  made  by  the  park  owner  to 
conceal  the  park  from  the  highway  by  means  of  trees  or 
shrubbery. 

D.  A  single  trailer  or  mobile  home,  used  as  a  dwelling,  may  be 
permitted  anywhere  in  the  Rural  District,  provided  it  meets  all 
the  lot  area  and  yard  requirements  of  that  district. 

Section  3  —  7 

Off-Street  Parking  Requirements. 

A.  The  following  private  parking  spaces  shall  be  provided  and 
satisfactorily  maintained  by  the  owner  of  the  property,  for  each 
building  which,  after  the  date  when  this  ordinance  becomes  effec- 
tive is  erected,  enlarged  or  altered  for  use  of  any  of  the  following: 

(1)  Dwelling  —  at  least  one  space  for  each  dwelling  unit. 

(2)  Auditorium,  church,  theater,  or  other  place  of  assembly 
—  at  least  one  parking  space  for  each  five  (5)  seats  in 
the  structure. 

(3)  Hotel  —  at  ileast  one  parking  space  for  each  two  guest 
sleeping  rooms. 

(4)  Hospitals,  nursing  homes  —  at  least  one  parking  space 
for  each  five  patients  who  may  be  accommodated. 

(5)  Office  buildings  —  at  least  one  parking  space  for  each 
300  square  feet  of  office  floor  space. 

(6)  Industrial  and  manufacturing  establishments  —  at  least 
one  parking  space  for  each  400  square  feet  of  floor  area. 
Adequate  off-street  loading  and  unloading  facilities  shall 
be  provided. 

B.  All  parking  spaces  provided  pursuant  to  this  section  shall 
be  on  the  same  lot  with  the  building  or  on  a  lot  within  500  feet 
of  the  building.  Reasonable  and  appropriate  off-street  parking 
requirements  for  structures  and  land  uses  which  do  not  fall 
within  the  categories  listed  above  shall  be  determined  by  the 
following  standards: 

Overnight  parking  must  be  off-street,  and,  in  addition,  shop- 
ping or  customer  space  should  be  adequate  for  peak  period 
demands. 

Section  3  —  8 

Violations.  Except  as  otherwise  specified  by  statute,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Planning  Board  and/or  Selectmen  to  determine 
any  question  of  violation  of  the  foregoing  general  provisions  and 
requirements.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Selectmen  to  enforce 
the  decisions  of  said  Planning  Board. 

ARTICLE  4 

DISTRICT  REGULATIONS 

Section  4  —  1 

Application  of  Regulations.  Except  as  hereinafter  provided,  no 
building  or  land  shall  be  used,  constructed,  or  altered  unless  in 
conformity  with  the  regulations  specified  for  the  zoning  district 
in  which  it  is  located. 


Section  4  —  2 

Lot  of  Record.  Where  a  lot  in  separate  ownership  at  the  time  of 
passage  of  this  ordinance  does  not  conform  to  the  area  and  width 
requirements  of  the  zone  in  which  it  is  located,  such  lot  may  be 
occupied  by  any  use  permitted  in  that  zone  provided  it  conforms 
to  front,  side  and  rear  yard  requirements.  Furthermore,  it  shall 
be  required  that  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment  the 
structure  to  be  erected  thereon  will  be  in  general  harmony  with 
other  structures  in  the  immediate  area. 

Section  4  —  3 

Special  District.  In  the  region  on  High  Street  between  Great 
Bridge  and  Portsmouth  Avenue,  the  existing  use  of  land  and 
buildings  may  not  be  extended  or  altered  unless  such  alterations 
or  extensions  do  not  tend  to  increase  the  traffic  problem  existing 
in  the  area. 


Section  4  —  4 
Residential  District. 

A.  Permitted  Uses 

(1)  One-family  dwellings. 

(2)  Two-family  dwellings. 

(3)  Multiple-family  dwellings. 

(4)  Churches  and  other  similar  places  of  worship. 

(5)  Parks,  playgrounds  or  community  centers  of  a  non-profit 
nature. 

(6)  Schools  and  other  institutional  structures. 

B.  Accessory  Uses 

(1)  Accessory  buildings  such  as  private  garages,  storage 
buildings,  and  tool  sheds  are  permitted  provided  that  no 
such  structure  shall  be  more  than  15  feet  in  height  nor 
located  closer  than  10  feet  from  any  lot  line. 

(2)  Home  Occupations   (as  defined  in  Section  6  —  1). 

(3)  Private  outdoor  swimming  pools  shall  be  subject  to 
standards  of  sanitation  set  by  the  State  Department  of 
Health.  The  safety  and  nuisance  features  shall  be  subject 
to  acceptance  by  the  Board  of  Adjustment. 

C.  Area  Requirements 

(1)  In  areas  serviced  by  the  public  water  supply  and  sewer- 
age systems: 

(a)  The  minimum  lot  area  per  dwelling  unit  shall  be 
9,000  square  feet,  with  an  added  lot  area  of  3,000 
square  feet  for  each  additional  dwelling  unit. 

(b)  Every  lot  shall  have  a  minimum  frontage  of  90  feet 
with  an  added  10  feet  for  each  additional  dwelling 
unit. 

(2)  In  areas  not  serviced  by  town  water  and  sewerage  the 
minimum  lot  area  per  dwelling  unit  shall  be  18,000 
square  feet  with  an  added  lot  area  of  at  least  6,000  square 
feet  for  each  additional  dwelling  unit. 

(a)  The  minimum  frontage  for  such  dwelling  units  shall 
be  90  feet  with  an  added  10  feet  for  each  additional 
dwelling  unit. 

D.  Yard  Requirements 

(1)  There  shall  be  a  front  yard  on  each  lot  which  shall  not 
be  less  than  25  feet  in  depth  and  a  rear  yard  on  each  lot 
which  shall  not  be  less  than  15  feet  in  depth  from  the 
rear  lot  line.  Accessory  buildings  may  occupy  not  more 
than  50%  of  the  required  rear  yard. 

(2)  On  each  interior  lot,  side  yards  shall  be  provided  in  an 
aggregate  minimum  width  of  25  feet  with  a  minimum  of 
10  feet  for  any  one  side  yard. 

(3)  On  each  corner  lot  there  shall  be  a  yard  having  a  width 
of  not  less  than  25  feet  abutting  each  street. 


Section  4  —  5 
Rural  District 

A.  Permitted  Uses 

(1)  One-family  dwellings. 

(2)  New  farm  buildings  which  are  located  at  least  100  feet 
from  any  residential  lot  line. 

(3)  Roadside  stands  for  the  sale  of  farm  products  raised  on 
the  premises. 

(4)  Stables  and  riding  academies. 

(5)  Plant  nurseries  and  greenhouses. 

(6)  Veterinary  hospitaJls. 

(7)  Recreation  areas   including  day  camps. 

(8)  Churches  and  other  similar  places  of  worship. 

(9)  Parks,  playgrounds,  or  community  centers  of  a  non-profit 
nature. 

(10)  Schools  and  other  institutional  structures. 

B.  Permitted  Uses  —  By  Special  Exception  (See  Section  5  —  2) 

(1)  Sawmills. 

(2)  Gravel  processing  plants. 

(3)  Industry,  providing  it  conforms  to  all  the  requirements 
of  the  Industrial  District,  and  provided  it  has  direct  ac- 
cess to  a  state  highway  or  railroad  siding. 

(4)  Motels,  inns,  cabins  or  other  transient  lodgings  provided 
that: 

(a)  Every  individual  cabin  or  rented  space  shall  be  sup- 
plied with  its  individual  running-water  and  toilet 
facilities. 

(b)  No  building  shall  be  placed  closer  than  40  feet  from 
the  street  line. 

(5)  Two-family  and  multiple-family  dwellings. 

C.  Area  Requirements 

(1)  The  minimum  lot  per  dwelling  unit  shall  be  one  acre,  and 
every  lot  shall  have  a  minimum  frontage  of  180  feet. 
These  restrictions,  however,  may  be  reduced  not  more 
than  25  per  cent,  subject  to  soil  conditions  and  percola- 
tion tests  conducted  by  engineers  acceptable  to  the  Board 
of  Adjustment.  If  such  lot  is  served  by  public  sewerage 
and  water  supply,  the  minimum  area  and  yard  require- 
ments shall  be  the  same  as  the  area  and  yard  require- 
ments for  the  Residential  District. 

D.  Yard  Requirements 

No  building  or  other  structure  shall  be  erected  nearer  to  any 
lot  line  than  twenty-five  (25)  feet,  except  that  if  such  lot  is 
served  by  public  sewerage  and  water  supply,  it  shall  conform 
to  the  yard  requirements  of  the  Residential  District. 

Section  4  ■ —  6 
Commercial  I  District 

A.  Permitted  Uses 

(1)  Any  use  permitted  in  the  Residential  District  subject  to 
all  the  provisions   specified  for  such  residential  district. 

(2)  Stores  and  shops  for  conducting  any  retail  business. 

(3)  Personal  service  shops. 

(4)  Banks,  theaters,  offices,  restaurants,  and  similar  commu- 
nity services. 

(5)  Public  parking  areas. 

(6)  Wholesale  merchandise  brokers,  excluding  wholesale 
storage. 

(7)  Other  uses  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Adjust- 
ment, are  of  the  same  general  character  as  those  listed 
as  permitted  uses  and  which  will  not  be  detrimental. 

B.  Prohibited  Uses 

(1)  Outdoor  display  of  new  or  used  cars  for  sale  or  rental, 
repair  garages  and  filling  stations. 

C.  Accessory  Uses 

(1)  Uses  customarily  incidental  to  any  of  the  above  uses  and 
accessory  buildings  when  located  on  the  same  lot,  pro- 
vided that: 

(a)  There  shall  be  no  manufacturing,  compounding,  and 
processing  or  treatment  of  products  other  than  that 
which  is  clearly  incidental  and  accessory  to  a  retail 


store  or  business  and  where  the  products  are  pri- 
marily sold  at  retail  on  the  premises; 

(b)  Such  uses,  operations,  or  productions  shall  not  be 
objectionable  due  to  odor,  dust,  smoke,  noise,  vibra- 
tion or  other  similar  causes; 

(c)  Adequate  off-street  loading  and  unloading  facilities 
shall  be  provided. 

D.     Depth  of  the  District 

(1)  The  depth  of  the  zoning  district  shall  be  the  rear  lot  line 
of  the  lot  of  record  at  the  time  of  passage  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Section  A  —  7 
Commercial  II  District 

A.  Permitted  Uses 

(1)  All  uses  permitted  in  the  Residential  District  subject  to 
all  the  provisions  specified  for  such  Residential  District. 

(2)  All  uses  permitted  in  the  Commercial  I  District. 

(3)  Wholesale  business  and  storage. 

(4)  Repair  garages,  filling  stations,  sales,  display  and  service 
of  new  and/or  used  automobiles. 

(5)  Building  material  sales  and  storage. 

(6)  Contractors  storage  yard. 

(7)  Truck  terminals  and  bus  garage. 

B.  Accessory  Uses 

(1)  Accessory  buildings  and  uses  as  specified  in  Section 
4  — 6  C. 

C.  Yard  Requirements 

(1)  No  stnicture  shall  be  erected  or  extended  within  10  feet 
of  any  lot  of  different  ownership. 

D.  Off-Street  Parking  Requirements 

(1)  Stores:  at  least  one  parking  space  shall  be  required  for 
each  100  square  feet  of  floor  area. 

(2)  All  business  in  the  district  shall  provide  sufficient  off- 
sti-eet  parking  so  as  to  insure  that  vehicles  and  equipment 
owned,  rented,  being  serviced  by  or  providing  service  to, 
the  business,  shall  not  be  stored  or  parked  on  land  other 
than  that  owned,  rented  or  leased  by  the  business. 

E.  Depth  of  District 

(1)  The  depth  of  the  zoning  district  shall  be  the  rear  lot  line 
of  the  lot  of  record  at  the  time  of  passage  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Section  4  • —  8 
Industrial  District 

A.  Permitted  Uses 

(1)  Any  use  of  land,  buildings  or  structures,  subject  to  the 
following  conditions: 

(a)  No  offensive  dust,  dirt,  fly  ash,  smoke  or  other  ma- 
terial shall  be  emitted  into  the  air. 

(b)  No  offensive  odors  or  noxious  fumes  or  gases  shall 
be  emitted  into  the  air. 

(c)  No  offensive  wastes  shall  be  discarded  into  any 
stream,  water  course,  or  storm  sewer. 

(d)  No  material  which  is  dangerous  due  to  explosion, 
extreme  fire  hazard,  or  radio-activity  shall  be  used, 
stored,  or  manufactured  except  in  accordance  with 
Town,  State  and  Federal  laws,  codes  and  regula- 
tions. 

B.  Yard  Requirements 

No  structure  shall  be  erected  or  extended  within  10  feet  from 
any  adjoining  lot  of  different  ownership. 

Section  4  —  9 

Non-conforming  Uses.  A  non-conforming  structure  or  use  may 
be  continued  as  it  exists  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  ordi- 
nance, subject  to  the  following  provisions: 

A.  Changes.    Once  changed  to  a  conforming  use,  no  building  or 
land  shall  be  permitted  to  revert  to  a  non-conforming  use. 

B.  Retoration.    In  the  event  a  building  which  is  a  non-conform- 
ing use  is  damaged  by  fire  or  other  cause,  the  structure  may 


De  restorea  to  its  original  size  proviaea  tne  loiiowing  con- 
ditions are  met: 

(1)  Such  restoration  is  undertaken  immediately. 

(2)  In  restoring  the  structure  reasonable  attempt  is  made  to 
have  its  exterior  appearance  and  setbacks  conform  to 
other  buildings  in  the  vicinity. 

(3)  The  building  and  the  services  provided  by  its  occupants 
are  essential  to  the  livelihood  of  said  occupants  and  pro- 
vide a  convenience  and  service  utilized  primarily  by  resi- 
dents in  the  immediate  vicinity. 

C.  Alteration.  A  non-conforming  building  may  not  be  recon- 
structed or  structurally  altered  or  extended  during  its  life, 
unless  said  building  is  changed  to  a  conforming  use.  Gen- 
eral maintenance  and/or  interior  improvements,  however, 
shall  be  permitted. 

D.  Discontinuance.  Whenever  a  non-conforming  vise  has  been 
discontinued  for  a  period  of  one  year,  such  use  shall  not 
thereafter  be  re-established,  and  any  future  use  shall  be 
in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  How- 
ever, in  the  case  of  death,  incapacitation  or  bankruptcy  of 
an  owner  or  operator,  the  time  limit  may  be  extended  for  a 
longer  period,  as  determined  by  the  Board  of  Adjustment. 

E.  Change  of  Use.  Any  existing  non-conforming  use  shall  not 
be  changed  to  another  non-conforming  use. 

Section  4  —  10 

Junk  Yards  and  Motor  Vehicle  Junk  Yards.  Yards  for  the  ac- 
cumulation of  general  junk  and  immobilized  motor  vehicles  are 
permitted  provided  they  are  in  compliance  with  Chapter  267: 
1-4,  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  as  amended 
by  Chapter  275,  Laws  of  1955.  (Permitted  only  in  Commer- 
cial II  and  Rural  Districts.) 

ARTICLE  5 

ADMINISTRATION 

Section  5  —  1 
Enforcement. 

A.  This  ordinance  shall  be  enforced  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, which  may  delegate  any  of  its  duties  or  powers  under 
this  ordinance  to  one  of  its  members  or  to  a  designated  em- 
ployee of  the  Town. 

B.  A  permit  from  said  Selectmen  shall  be  obtained  for  any  of 
the  follo^ving: 

(1)  The  erection  and  use  of  any  new  building. 

(2)  The  extension  or  moving  of  any  building. 

(3)  A  change  in  the  nature  or  extent  of  the  use  of  any 
building  or  premises  which  deviates  from  the  regula- 
tions applying  in  the  district  where  the  property  is  lo- 
cated. 

C.  No  permit  shall  be  required  for  general  maintenance, 
painting  and  repair  of  the  property  nor  for  minor  improve- 
ments such  as  the  addition  of  exterior  steps,  walks,  drive- 
ways and  landscaping. 

D.  Upon  any  well  founded  information  that  this  ordinance  is 
being  violated,  the  Selectmen  shall  take  immediate  steps 
to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  by  seeking  an 
injunction  in  the  Superior  Court  or  by  other  legal  action. 

Section  5  —  2 

Board  of  Adjustment.  The  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  consist 
of  five  members.  Upon  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance,  the  Se- 
lectmen, appointing  authority,  shall  appoint  one  member  to 
serve  until  March  1962,  one  member  to  serve  until  March  1963, 
one  member  to  serve  until  March  1964,  one  member  to  sei"ve  until 
March  1965,  and  one  member  to  serve  until  March  1966,  and 
thereafter  the  appointing  authority  shall  annually  appoint  one 
member  for  a  term  of  five  years.  A  member  shall  be  removable 
by  the  appointing  authority  upon  written  notice  and  after  public 
hearing.    Vacancies  shall  be  filled  for  any  unexpired  term. 


rules  to  govern  its  proceedings  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance,  and  the  provisions  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  Chapter  31,  per- 
taining to  zoning.  Its  meetings  shall  be  open  to  the  public, 
and  the  vote  of  each  member  shall  be  a  public  record. 

B.  Special  Exceptions.  The  Board  of  Adjustment  may,  in  ap- 
propriate cases  grant  a  permit  for  a  special  exception.  The 
Board,  in  acting  on  an  application  for  a  special  exception, 
shall   take   into   consideration   the  following   conditions: 

(1)  The  specific  site  is  an  appropriate  location  for  such 
use. 

(2)  The  use  as  developed  will  not  adversely  affect  the 
neighborhood. 

(3)  There  will  be  no  nuisance  nor  serious  hazard  to  vehicles 
or  pedestrians. 

(4)  Adequate  and  appropriate  facilities  will  be  provided 
for  the  proposed  use. 

C.  Variance.  The  Board  of  Adjustment  may  authorize  a  var- 
iance from  the  terms  of  the  ordinance  only  where  the 
Board  finds  that  all  of  the  following  conditions  apply: 

(1)  There  are  special  circumstances  or  conditions  applying 
to  the  land  or  buildings  for  which  the  variance  is  sought 
(such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  the  exceptional  narrow- 
ness, shallowness  or  shape  of  the  property  in  question, 
or  exceptional  topographical  conditions) ,  which  are 
peculiar  to  such  land  or  building;  and  the  application 
of  the  requirements  of  the  ordinance  will  deprive  any 
reasonable  owner  of  such  property  of  a  reasonable  use 
of  it  and  will  impose  upon  such  owner  a  hardship  not 
shared  by  the  owners  of  other  property  in  the  same 
district. 

(2)  The  specific  variance  as  granted  is  the  minimum  vari- 
ance that  will  grant  reasonable  relief  to  the  owner  and 
is  necessary  for  a  reasonable  use  of  the  land  or  build- 
ing. 

(3)  The  granting  of  the  variance  will  be  in  harmony  with  the 
general  purposes  and  intent  of  this  ordinance,  and  with 
the  convenience,  welfare,  and  character  of  the  district 
within  which  it  is  proposed,  and  will  not  be  injurious  or 
otherwise  detrimental  to  the  public  welfare. 

Section  5  —  3 

Amendments.  This  zoning  ordinance  or  any  part  thereof  may  be 
amended  from  time  to  time  by  a  majority  vote  under  a  proper 
article  in  the  warrant  of  any  town  meeting  or  at  any  special 
town  meeting  called  for  that  purpose  provided  that  the  follow- 
ing rules  have  been  complied  with: 

The  Planning  Board  may  recommend  that  this  ordinance  be 
amended  and  hold  public  hearings  on  the  proposal  at  any  time. 
At  least  fifteen  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  hear- 
ing shall  be  published  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in 
said  town. 

Said  public  hearing  shall  be  held  at  least  fifteen  days  prior  to 
the  town  meeting  at  which  the  amendments  are  to  be  consid- 
ered. And  no  amendments  not  previously  published  in  the 
newspaper  and  considered  at  a  public  hearing  shall  be  adopted 
at  any  town  meeting. 

Protest  of  Regulation  Changes.  A  protest  against  proposed 
changes  in  the  ordinance  is  valid  when  signed  by  owners  of 
either  (a)  20%  of  the  land  area  affected  by  such  changes,  or 
(b)   20%  of  the  lots  immediately  adjacent  to  the  affected  area. 

"Immediately  adjacent"  is  herewith  defined  as  meaning  abutting 
in  the  rear  and  extending  100  feet  from  the  affected  lot.  It  shall 
also  mean  directly  opposite  and  extending  100  feet  from  the 
street  frontage  of  such  opposite  lots. 

Such  protest  of  regulation  changes  will  prevail  unless  overruled 
by  three-fourths  of  those  present  and  voting  in  a  Town  Meeting. 
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Section  5  —  4 

Penalty.  Upon  conviction  thereof,  every  person,  firm,  or  corpo- 
ration violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
fined  not  more  than  ten  dollars  ($10)  for  each  day  such  violation 
may  exist. 

Section  5  —  5 

Saving  Clause.    The  invalidity  of  any  provision  of  this  oi'dinance 

shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  other  provision. 

Section  5  —  6 

When  Eflfective.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 


ARTICLE  6 

DEFINITIONS 

Section  6  —  1 

Meaning  of  Certain  Words  and  Phrases 

A.  In  this  ordinance,  the  following  terms,  unless  a  contrary 
meaning  is  specifically  prescribed  in  the  ordinance,  shall 
have  the  following  meanings: 

(1)  Accessory  Building  —  A  detached  subordinate  building 
located  on  the  same  lot,  the  use  of  which  is  incidental 
and  subordinate  to  that  of  the  main  building  or  use  of 
the  land. 

(2)  Accessory  Use  —  A  land  use  located  on  a  lot  which  is 
incidental  and  subordinate  to  the  main  building  or  use 
of  the  land. 

(3)  Building  —  Any  structure  having  a  roof  and  intended 
for  a  shelter,  housing  or  enclosure  of  persons,  farm  ani- 
mals, or  chattel. 

(4)  Dwelling  —  A  building  designed  or  used  as  the  place  of 
residence  for  one  or  more  families. 

(5)  Dwelling  Unit  —  A  dwelling  or  portion  thereof  designed 
or  used  for  one  family. 

(a)  Additional  Dwelling  Unit  —  A  dwelling  or  portion 
thereof  designed  for  use  of  one  family  and  which 
is  part  of  or  an  extension  of  the  original  dwelling 
structure. 

(6)  Family  —  One  or  more  persons  occupying  a  dwelling  unit 
and  living  as  a  single  non-profit  housekeeping  unit. 

(7)  Farm  —  Any  parcel  of  land  which  is  used  in  raising  of 
agricultural  products,  livestock,  poultry  and  dairy  prod- 
ucts, including  necessary  farm  structures  and  storage  of 
equipment  used. 

(8)  Home  Occupation  —  Any  use  conducted  entirely  within 
a  dwelling  or  an  accessory  building  which  use  is  clearly 
incidental  and  secondary  to  the  use  of  the  structure  for 
dwelling  purposes  and  does  not  change  its  character. 
Also,  there  is  no  outside  display  or  storage,  nor  emission 
of  dust,  noise,  fumes,  vibration  or  smoke  beyond  the  lot 
line. 

Such  home  occupation  shall  not  employ  more  than  2  pei*- 
sons  who  are  not  members  of  the  family  nor  occupy  a 
floor  area  greater  than  25%  of  the  floor  area  of  the 
dwelling  unit. 

Goods  sold  at  retail  shall  be  those  manufactured  or  as- 
sembled on  the  premises. 

(9)  Junk  Yard  —  A  lot,  land  or  structure,  or  part  thereof, 
used  primarily  for  the  collecting,  storage  and  sale  of 
waste  paper,  rags,  scrap  metal  or  discarded  material. 

(10)  Junk  Yard,  Motor  Vehicle  —  Any  business  and  any  place 
of  storage  or  deposit,  whether  in  connection  with  business 
or  not,  which  has  stored  or  deposited  the  following:  two 
or  more  unregistered  motor  vehicles  which  are  no  longer 
intended,  or  in  condition  for,  legal  use  on  the  public  high- 
ways; used  parts  of  motor  vehicles  or  old  iron,  metal, 
glass,  paper,  cordage,  or  other  waste  or  discarded  or  sec- 


ond-hand  materials  which  have  been  a  part,  or  intended 
to  be  a  part  of  any  motor  vehicle. 

Motor  vehicle  junk  yard  shall  also  include  any  place  of 
business  or  storage  or  deposit  of  motor  vehicles  pur- 
chased for  the  purpose  of  dismantling  the  vehicles  for 
parts,  or  for  use  of  the  meital  for  scrap  where  it  is  in- 
tended to  burn  material  which  are  parts  of  a  motor  ve- 
hicle or  to  cut  up  the  parts  thereof. 

(11)  Lot  —  A  parcel  of  land  occupied  or  capable  of  being 
occupied  by  one  building  or  use  and  the  buildings  or  uses 
accessory  thereto,  including  such  open  spaces  and  yards 
as  are  required  by  this  ordinance.  A  lot  may  or  may  not 
be  the  land  shown  or  described  as  a  lot  on  a  recorded 
deed  or  pHan. 

(a)  Interior  Lot  —  A  lot  with  frontage  and  having  side 
yards  which  abut  adjacent  lots. 

(12)  Lot  of  Record  —  Land  designated  as  a  separate  and  dis- 
distinct  parcel  in  a  legally  recorded  deed  and  plan  filed 
in  the  records  of  Rockingham  County,  New  Hampshire. 

(13)  Non-Conforming  Use  —  A  structure  or  land  lawfully  oc- 
cupied but  which  is  used  in  a  manner  that  deviates  from 
the  regulations  applying  to  the  district  in  which  it  is 
located. 

(14)  Sign  —  Any  device  for  visual  communication  that  is  used 
for  the  purpose  of  bringing  the  subject  thereof  to  the 
attention  of  the  public,  but  not  including  any  flag  or  in- 
signia of  any  governmental  agency,  or  of  any  civic, 
charitable,  religious,  patriotic,  or  fraternal  organization. 

(15)  Sign,  Advertising  —  A  sign  which  directs  attention  to 
a  business,  commodity  service  or  entertainment  con- 
ducted, sold  or  offered  elsewhere  than  on  the  premises 
or  only  incidentally  on  the  premises. 

(16)  Street  —  A  public  or  private  thoroughfare  which  affords 
the  principal  means  of  access  to  abutting  property. 

(17)  Street  Line  —  The  line  separating  a  street  from  a  lot. 

(18)  Structure  —  Anything  constructed  or  erected,  the  uses 
of  which  require  location  on  the  ground,  or  attachment 
to  something  having  location  on  the  ground. 

(19)  Trailer  Park  or  Mobile  Home  Park  —  A  tract  of  land 
where  two  or  more  trailers  or  mobile  homes  are  parked 
or  a  tract  of  land  which  is  used  or  intended  for  the  pur- 
pose of  supplying  to  the  public  parking  spaces  for  two 
or  more  trailers  or  mobile  homes. 

(a)  For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  trailer  and  mo- 
bile home  shall  mean  the  year  'round  dwelling 
unit  fully  equipped  for  permanent  home  use.  It 
does  not  refer  to  the  small,  two-person  mobile  shel- 
ter easily  drawn  by  a  passenger  automobile  (com- 
monly known  as  "travel  trailer")  for  use  on  camp- 
ing trips  of  short  duration. 

(20)  Yard  —  An  unoccupied  space  open  to  the  sky,  on  the 
same  lot  with  a  building  or  structure. 

(21)  Yard,  Front  —  A  yard  extending  the  full  width  of  the 
lot  and  situated  between  the  street  and  the  front  line  of 
the  building. 

(22)  Yard,  Rear  —  A  yard  extending  the  full  width  of  the  lot 
and  situated  between  the  main  building  and  the  rear  lot 
line. 

(23)  Yard,  Side  —  A  yard  extending  from  the  front  yard  to 
the  rear  yard  and  situated  between  the  building  and  the 
side  lot  line.  Any  lot  line  not  a  rear  line  or  a  front  line 
shall  be  deemed  a  side  line. 

(24)  Frontage  —  That  part  of  a  lot  which  is  adjacent  to  and 
parallels  a  public  highway  or  a  street. 
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
